Euglisb and Contiueutal EclioeSi 

We continue tosday cur snmniaTj' 
of recent events in the politiflnl and 
Bocial oirolos of 'the old world. The 
Liberals have bad a groat victory in 
the B.0U80. Mr Lning's motion for 
taking one scat from everj^ two-eeated 
borough with a population under ten 
thouaand, instead of Ecvon thousand, 
ao proposed in Iho Government bill, 
■was contidorcd. Sir Goorqc Clioy and 
llr Gladstono supported tlio motion, 
•which wuB resisted by Mr Disriicli, 
but carried by a niiijoiity of 127. Tlio 
thirty-oiglit eeiitB lima gained will bo 
distributed amon'; tlio larger borougliH, 
by giving a third seat to each of kIx 
boroughs of a poiudation over ;iriO,000, 
a second acat to four I'vrgo towns of 
a population over 51), 000 which now 
havo only ono, and giving twelve no^y 
towns a seat onch. Tho rrincoas Louia 
of Hesso (Princess Alice) i8 to hold 
drawing-rooms for the Quoon instead 
of the PrinocBs of Wales, wbo, poor 
girl, is a confirmed invulitl, nnd tho 
Frinoosa Mary Teck has had a littlo 
baby — a girl* Lord Cranbonrne has 
. made a capital speech in Parliament 
on the ndTantagos and disadvantages 
of our own and the Indian systoma of 
government in India. Ho instancpd our 
utter break-down in the Orissa famine, 
and said Sir Goorgo Clerk had told 
him of a par tioQlur province "in which 
tho English: and. native jurisdictions 
were much ihtermixed, so that the 
nativoB, having littlo to carry with 
them, could easily migrnto from one 
to tho other; and wbercaa ihey fre- 
quently migrated frora J-lr.gliiih to 
native torriior}-, Sir G. Clerk b:id 
novor heard an instuuco of rLiigration 
from native to English territory." 
Thih-, added Lord Cranborno, ' might 
show exceedingly bad tasto on tho part 
ol tho natives/ but it might at least 
teach us to ponder how f'nr our inelas'» 
tie English administration i.'i the bless- 
ing to India which wo alvvayH ufsuuio 
it to bo. Mr Serjcaiit Gas-loo's mo- 
tion to disfranchioo bo;'.:'ngha ivitli a 
population beiioalh 5000, was defeated 
by a msjoiity of 52 in tins llouso. A 
renort had beou circulated that tho 
Queen intended to estubliiih a conva- 
lescent hospital in connootioa with St 
Bartholomew'Bi at a cost of half a 
million. The sum seemed large — 
though the Queen, what with BdLr 
Neeld's legacy and her own savings, 
must be one ot the richest persons in 
Great Britain j but it was explained 
that the money bad aeoumuiated in 
the last five year8,; dnring wblob her 
Mojcsty has lived at' loss expense than 
an average noble, and tho story 
gained credence. It turns out, ac- 
cording to the . £(;,'!■■,•!', that her M:ijo--iy 
has only ai;rccd to give the word 
'Koyal' to tho convalet>cont h0f;pital, 
and that somo benevolent por.'On, not 
identified, will bestow a largo sum noo 
speeified on tho charity — a vorj- tliil'erv 
ent story. As far as wo rerncinber, 
no great giit h;i3 been rmido b}' a Sov- 
ereign out ol hiri own rcsourueH — no 
gift, that if,, like Mr i'oabody'ti — .'iinec 
tho French devolution, which taiigiit 
tho lioyal families .tho value of larg>.^ 
accumulations ot cash. The ivii^lihh 
" Goramissionois" sent to the JCxposl- 
tion in Paris, and more especially tho 
Colouiai Commissioners, complain bit- 
terly of the neglect with which they 
are treated in Paris. They say that 
as Commissioners they are invited no- 
where, not even to official entertain- 
ments ; that they are afforded no 
means of acquiring information, and 
are, in fact, little more than visitors to 
tho Exhibition. They attribute tho 
neglect partly to tho want of organ" 
izaiion in tho Imperial Commirifcion, 
partly to tho hostility ol thai body lo 
Mr Cole, and ;,':owl nu /it audibly. 
Porliaps thoj- expi;ct a little loo muuii j 
but Blill their ov/n aivunient, tliur 
many of them iiuve eoine eat cli.Mi. 
taiices and iiiuurrod /,'reat exp/nno to 
help in iullilliiig an Irnpe; ial idea; in 
true, and bliould eiilillo tlicni to more 
courtesy. They are all to have the 
Legion ol iionor, but of wdiat uho is 
that bit of ribbon to n,en about (o 
leave Europe attain A London paper 
asks: Can't they Hlrilco, a.4 tho oiii.'fino 
drivers ot tho A'ortli-lLumern did, for 
more honcrablo troatniont ?

in nil dopartmonia. Lord Henry 
Gordon lives in Hampton Couit, 
and got into debt, and a writ 
was isbucd to seize bis goods. Ho 
pleaded tho privilege of tho Pftlaco, 
and tho quoBtion was urguod before 
tho Exchequer Court lately. Sir 
I'^ilaroy Kelly hold that every build- 
ing in which the Sovereign had roaid- 
od, which she still possessed, and in 
which she might reside again was 
exempt from ordinary jurisdiction, 
but Baron Martin and IBaron Bram- 
well took a much narrower view of 
the prorogativo. They held that there 
must bo, if nob aotualj at least con^ 
structivo rosiUoQoe, and that it had 
ceased in Hampton Oonrt, which hud 
boon assigned to uses that must ooaso 
before the Queen could again reside 
there. They thought the prorogativo 
much safer when reasonably limited, 
than when pushed so far as to givo 
privilege to tho bricks and stones of 
Uampiori Court, The Admiralty has 
beeu aolii)g with somewhat rash hu- 
manity.

Two post oaptain.=i, Bont on bo'.ird tho 
Pbcebe, reported that the affair had 
been oxaggoratod, and the boys wore 
reinstated. That soems rather a 
happy-go-lucky stylo of discipline, 
but tho noise made will probably put 
an end to that form oi practical jok-

Those who up to within n few daya 
aeo sang JVocA tsi Polen nioJU vcrlorcn, must 
hide their diiniuished heads. I'oland's doom 
is seided. FraDco, wbioti for many years — 
iliou;;li its lidectioQ was confitiod to words —
